Acvorp1nG to the London correspondent of 
tho Glasgow Herald, attempts are being 
made to obtain frcm the Chinese Govern. 
ment support for an enterpr.ag, started and 
foatrred by Ruasiin capitalists, for the 
establishment - of’ a ‘nember of Russian 
banks in China. The scheme has, mot with 
the approval of the Russian Government, 
which ia endeavouring by semi-diplomatic 
means to obtain the aid and countenanee of 
the Chineso, with what degreo of ultimate 
success it would be difficult ot say at present. 
Tho decline of the Russiin, ‘trade with’ 
Qhina has for some years engaged the 
anxious attention of the authorities in St. 
Petersburg. At one timo tho land trade 
with China, of which Kiachta on ihe Mon- 
golian frontier was the entrepét, was a most 
yaluable-one.. Northern China afforded an 
invaluable market \for the Russian textile 
manufactures, but of late years tho cheap 
freights by the Suez Canal have reduced 
this trade to almost nothing. In‘all hor 
recent treaties and conventions with China 
Russia has atriven to obtain permission 
for her trade te cross the Chinose frontior 
at other points on terms aa to tarifia which 
wero more favourable than those pravailing 
at the seaports.. In. this sho fs been 
fairly successful, but her successes on papar 
have not helped. to. creste a trade, for as 
locomotion in the interior of China has im- 
proved, goods have. got more cheaply from 
the sea coaat, and have driven out those 
coming overland from Russia.
